Patty urken, newly-appointed 
chairman of die dormitory com- 
mittee to Investigate senior cur- 
few privileges, says, «i have boon 
here three years and nothing had 
happened, but I was rather rudely 
awakened.

E ducational S kills , M ethods

NATIONAL TEACHERCORP8, 
a ‘child of the Grant Society,* 
was the subject o f a talk by 
Taacher Corps Director Dr. 
Robert Poppendleck at the meet- 
ing of the GW chapter of the 
Student National Education As- 
sociation (SNEA) last Thursday. 

Dr. poppendleck managed to 
briskly shed the vestiges of a 
bureaucrat and proceeded to eap- 
tlvate his audience of some fifty 
persons with an Informative, en- 
, thuslastic, and warmly sincere 
talk on the format of the Corps 
and Its work In teaching the dis- 
advantaged. 

The Teacher Corps was es- 
tabUshed by Congress In the 
Higher Education Act of 
1985 within the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare. 
Last year, the program Involved 


Tucker Analyzes ‘Black Power’, 
Cites Need of Integrated Society

•rr'S LATER THAN It's Ever 
Been Before' warned SterUng 
Tucker, executive director of 
the Washington Urban league, as 
he spoke on the future of civil 
rights at last Thursday's meet- 
ing of the PoUtlcal Affairs club. 

Tucker traveled to India In 
1989 under the auspices of the 
State Department to lecture on 
community development and In- 
dustrial race relations. 

He has served as a guest lec- 
turer for the U.8. Information 
ABMcy, the Washington Inter - 
netldMrcwter and the Ameri- 
can untverhlty School of Inter- 
national RelMloiis. He Is now a 
member of the Advisory Com- 
mission of the VJB. Civil Rights 
Commission, and Is also a con- 
sultant for the Peace Corps. 

•The main Issue* Tucker 
said, *is whether or not the 


his own land. He’s still knocking 
on the door." 

•It's not enough to untie the 
Negro and tell him to catch 
np,' Tucker continued. "After 
three hundred years, he has no 
chance. No preferential pro- 
grams or reforms can close the 
gap." Tucker feels that the way 
to close the gap is through *re- 
dlstrlbutlon of power and im- 
proved avenues of communica- 
tion.' 

Black power, as a philosophy, 
was defined by Tucker as "re- 
verse racism.' *It says that the 
answers are In the hands of the 
Negroes alone,* be stated, *As 
a philosophy, I reject it. I be- 
lieve the problems are not made 
by the Negro, and It's not the 
Negro alone who suffers. 
The whole society suffers.* 

•As a strategy for change, 
however,* Tucker continued, 
•Black Power can make sense, i 


The thing that Is missing Is a 
program to beck up the Black 
Power slogan. At this stage It Is 
only a name with no place to 
go.* 

In stressing the need for ‘re- 
distribution of power*, Tucker 
stated that In order for tba Ne- 
groes to become an Integral part 
of society, they must have a share 
In determining their destiny. 
He concluded that *the Negro 
can never hope to close this 
gap between himself and the rest 
of society without the aid of spe- 
cial programs that recognize his 
need for equal opportunity. *

1800 people and a budget appro- 
priation o f 17.9 million. 

Dr. Poppendleck expressed the 
opinion that the program has 
worked well tor the first year, 
despite the handicap of a late 
appropriation. 

The task of the Corps was 
described by the director as a 
dual program Involving both 
service and process, aimed at 
helping the children of the slums 
or rural poverty areas. 

Very often these children are 
retarded scholastically as much 
as two years by their oppreaslve 
environment With such problem 
cases, the Teacher Corps de- 
velops an Individual relationship 
with the child, while seeking to 
help him socially and Intellec- 
tually. The goal la that the chil- 
dren will come to regard their 
teacher as both friend and In- 
structor. 

The process aspect of the 
Corps Involves the actual exten- 
sive tralnlhg of each member. 
Last year the central office re- 
ceived over tan thousand appli- 
cations, while only thirteen hun- 
dred were accepted. Application 
Is open to any graduate of a four 
year liberal arts program who 
will enter the teaching profes- 
sion. 

Once an applicant Is accepted, 
he undergoes a twelve-week In- 
troductory course In sociology. 
The trainee Is then attached to 
one of forty-two participating 
colleges to work on his masters' 
degree while at the same time 
gaining valuable teaching exper- 
ience in actual classroom situa- 
tions and spending time In the 
social environment of their stu- 
dents. 

Very often. Dr. Poppendleck 
pointed out, a group of four 
trainees and their advisor lives 
In the tenement districts to gain 
first-hand knowledge of their 


lems. 

Glancing Into the future. Dr. 
Poppendleck foresaw the time 
when all teachers will serve an 
"Internship perlpd," during which 
they are diligently supervised 
and guided while gradually as- 
suming the full burden of teach- 
ing duties. The director em- 
phasized that this new concept 
of ‘Internship* and the very Idea 
of the Corps has captured the 
Imagination at all educators who 
are familiar with the program. 

•As our nation stands at the 
very threshold of the Inter-plane- 
tary age, modern education most 
meet the demand tor new skills 
and. methods,* Dr. Poppendleck 
stated. "The Teacher Cofpe Pro- 
gram Is offering a challerge to 
education, a challenge which must 
be met and conquered.*

Until last Friday the situation was reminiscent 
ot the one two years ago when the fraternities 
mhnaged to reserve all of Llsner's orchestra 
seats for Fall Concert. In the wake of the out- 
raged protests which followed that performance, 
the fraternities were careful not to repeat it last 
year. 

This fall, however, their audacity was even more 
pronounced as they tried to tamper with 
Constitution Hall. About 2050 tickets, all the bet- 
ter seats in the house, were intercepted two weeks 
ago somewhere between the ticket printer and the 
'Student Union Ticket Office. It seems that the 
fraternities had reserved, by verbal commitment, 
all the orchestra seats before the tickets had even 
gone on sale. 

Word soon leaked out, and tempers began to 
flare. Finally, last Friday afternoon, Concert 
Chairman Sy Block turned over a large portion 
of the missing tickets to the Student Union office. 

At that time he explained that about 200 tickets 
were still withheld for four fraternities which had 
now made written commitments, and that this pro- 
cedure had been approved by Student Council 
President Rick Harrison. Thus was the problem 
resolved, and tickets went on sale' yesterday with

Aznavour Oozes Class

Plans To ‘ Make GW Proud of Its Theater'

With this, David Kieserman, 
new director for the University 
plsyers explain* why he hss 
Set out on a unique venture to 
Improve tbs University’s drama 
procram through experimenta- 
tion. 

He has plans— lots of them. 
Plans for a mime workshop, an 
experimental theater group, and 
most of all, plans to build s top- 
notch ehlldran’a theater program. 

•We want to set up a working 
relationship with the Children’s 
Theater of Washington and with 
Protect Headstart,’ says Kieser- 
man , “And lfchlldren can’t come 
to the theater, we have to go to 
the children.’ 

The two obUdreu’s productions 


for this year, "Plnocchlo* in De- 
cember and mumplestlltskln* In 
May, will be performed In Llsner 
Auditorium but also will betaken 
on tour. The tours will Include 
elementary schools and churches 
In nearby Maryland and Virginia. 

Other new activities Include 
a mime workshop and an experi- 
mental theater group. The mime 
workshop, contained within the 
University Players, will be di- 
rected by David Ouetafson, anoth- 
er new member of the drama 
department and technical direc- 
tor for •Charley’s Aunt,’ the 
homecoming musical. According 
to Kieserman, the purpose of the 
workshop will be *to acquaint 
students with mime as an art 
form.’ 

The experimental theater 


group, also within the University 
Players, will do ail types of 
productions. The group, accord- 
ing to Kieserman, will write 
their own works or adapt from 
any other form. And they will 
do anything theatrical— plays, 
original reviews, or even a movie 
If financially feasible. 

Both the mime and experi- 
mental groups will perform on 
tour and produce as they see at 
Kieserman, hoping to spread 
theater and build audiences, seas 
the groups playing at the Agora, 
or possible the Tomfoolery- - 
anywhere convenient since a full 
stage will not be necessary. He 
also believes that the formation 
of these groups will give the 
Players more opportunities than 
a musical and spring drama. 

Acting talent at QW, says 
Kieserman Is the best I’ve ever 
found. It’s the most mature. 1 
was overwhelmed. Both the boys 
and girls are Just incredible. 
These are delightful people who 
want to work.* 

Kieserman, teaching since 
1958, received his Mssters de- 
gree hi drama from the Univer- 
sity of Illinois and has taught the 
past two years at the University 
of Chicago laboratory school. He 
has also been working summer 
stock as a professional actor. 

He looks forward to the com- 
pletion of the new Student Center 
with its five- hundred seat thea- 
ter. Kieserman still will em- 
phasize children’s theater, but 
will be able to do more adult 
plays and experimental work. 
The difficulties of getting use of 
Llsner’s stage, he said, has sty- 
mied GW theater. But with their 
own theater, the players ought to 
be able to plan a full season of 
theater. 

Happy with the way •Charley’s 
Aunt* Is shaping up, Klaserman 
noted bow he is making tbs play 
non-standard. “Whenever we 
found a cue, we Inserted a song. 
It may have nothing to do with 
the plot, but the words, with slight 
changes, fit the play.* 

In the spring, Gustafson will 
direct Euripides’ *The Bacchea’ 
and Kieserman will be technical 
director. 

Dr. L. P. Leggette, head of the 
speech and drama department, 
wants to make GW proud of Its 
theater program. For this rea- 
son, Kieserman and Gustafson 
were brought here. 

Kieserman, whose main pur- 
pose is to create an audience tor 
theater commented on GW theater 
prospects, 'This theater group 
will only be as good as the people 
who come and support It.’
